of place to say a word or two on the 
subject. It is", to »ay the least, very ob- 
jectionable that any defeated candidate, 
DO mutter how irresponsible he may bo, 
may come into Court with his petition 
containing absolutely nothing but guess- 
work, and subject the duly elected official 
lo « vast deal of annoyance, and to the 
employment of lawyers at A large pecuni- 
ary outlay, tho obtaining of witnesses, 
and other nrccssaiy expenditures in tho 
preparation of n defense to some issue 
that may be raised, nud this «ithout any 
bond or other secnrity on the par! of the 
contestant. This is clearly wiong, for,, 
while we are in favor of giving every 
latitude to the enforcement of the will 
of the people, it onght to be remembered 
that the result of nn election, as de- 
clared by tho JoxlfieB, should alvtuys be 
considered as final and conclusive, unless 
,t nflinuatnely appear, by tho strongest 
and clearest testimony, that the returns 
are false and that such a wrong has 
been 
committed 
as 
has 
defeated 


the expressed will of 
the 
people. 


Justico to tho iii« as well as 
to 


the o«'» should be the policy of the law, 
and to secure this no one should be al- 
lowed to file his petition unless at the 
time, he file with tho Clerk on approved 
bond as security for all necessary costs 
nnd legal fees The party whose election 
he contests, should by reason ot the 
conteit be subject to, to be taxed by the 
County Judge, and at all times a reason- 
able attorney fee should be allotted: for 
whilst attorneys may be an evil, yet un- 
der the hidden mysteries of our so-called 
Code, they are n necessary one. The 
petition nlsn should bo clear and explicit, 
and definite in its charges, no mere guess 
work shouM bo tolerated. In fact no 
charge on information and belief should 
be allowcd,for the party should be held to 
Ale aff davits of those who are personally 
cognisant of tho charges complained of, 
nor should, under any consideration, a 
mere assertion of "malconduct" bo suf- 
ficient to entitle the party to be heard. 
He should in justice to the people be re- 
quired to give every data, arid fact, and 
circumstance that goes to make up the 
malcondnct. No trifling should be per- 
mitted, no futility for something wrong 
that may possibly txibt. Not only 
should 
the 
burden 
of 
proof 
bo 


upon 
Iho 
contestants, 
but 
the 


proof 
of actual malconduct shoalc 


be such as would satisfy the Couit ba- 
yond all reasonable doubt, for it sboulc 
always bo borne in mind that they nre 
attacking the sworn returns of officers 
specially created for this duty. Tho 
present cases are fair samples of the re- 
quirements of some such strict obser- 


»nce of the law, and we have no doubt 
but that tho legislators intended the 
law to be no construed, 'Mr. Bnrch to 
tho contrary.) Here, we have two men 
defeated before tho people, 'tis trae, (on 
account of a third party in the field) by 
a small majority. Their friends, hoping 
that by some possible (though not prob- 
able) mistake in the count they may 
manage to count tho defeated ones in, 
make an application for a recount. 
Nothing iu their petition (aud their 
counsel say they are not in the posses-
